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PREFACE. 




HEX the Corporation of Manchester purchased the 
Manorial Rights from Sir Oswald Mosley in the year 
1846, seven folio volumes of the Court Leet Records 
were handed over by him to them. These volumes, 
with one exception, remained in the muniment room of the 
Corporation until the }ear 188 1, when the then ?iIayor (Alderman 
Baker), at a meeting of the Council held on the 5th October, invited 
the attention of the Council to their existence, and described them 
as containing the earliest, most trustworthy, and important informa- 
tion of the government of the town and of the domestic life of 
Manchester anterior to the granting of the Charter of Incorporation, 
and he moved a resolution for the appointment of a Committee to 
inspect and report as to the desirability of having them printed. 
The earliest of the seven volumes, which recorded the proceedings 
of the Court Leet in the time of Edward VI., had in some way 
disappeared, but it was returned anonj-mously in reply to an 
advertisement which had been inserted in the local newspapers. 
At a meeting of the Council, held 2nd August, 1882, the recom- 
mendations of the Committee were approved and adopted as 
follows : — 

Court Leet Records. 
"The Special Committee authorised by resolutions of the Council 
" of Sth October and 9th November, 1881, have inspected the 
" Court Leet Rolls and ancient Records connected with the Manor 
" of Manchester, and present the following report : — 

"The Records of the Court Leet now in the possesbion of the 
" Corporation are compri.sed in .seven folio volumes. The earliest 
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" volume, which has lately been recovered, commences with the 
"Court held on 4th October, 6th Edward VI, (1552). This and 
" the subsequent volumes, with the exception of an interval of 
" forty-five years, from 1687 to 1731, comprised in a volume which 
" Sir Oswald Mosley had no evidence of ever having had in his 
" possession, contain an unbroken record of the transactions of the 
" Courts to the year 1846, when the manor and the manorial rights 
" were transferred to the Corporation. These volumes contain a very 
" great amount of valuable information relating to early Manchester, 
" local laws and usages, the duties of manorial officers, the penalties 
" imposed b}- the Court Leet jury adjudicating under the authority 
" of the Lord of the Manor for encroachments, nuisances, market 
" and other minor offences, and the general course of town govern- 
" ment anterior to the granting of the Charter of Incorporation. 

" In addition to the Records of the Court Leet, the Committee 
" have ascertained that there are preserved in the muniment room a 
" considerable number of deeds, charters, and documents of various 
" character, all connected with the historj- of the town.

INTRODUCTION, 




S the following pages are an exact reproduction verbatim 
et literatim, as far as printing will permit, of the con- 
tents of the first volume of the Manchester Court Leet 
Records, some account of the Court or Courts, whose 
records are here printed, may be of interest. Although 
familiarly spoken of as "the Court Leet," these pages contain as 
well the records of "the Court Baron" of the manor of Manchester, 
a Court of inferior jurisdiction, which, however, was held at the same 
time and place as the Court Leet. 

The Court Leet is one of the oldest Courts in the Kingdom, 
being based on the Sheriff's Tourn or Circuit, a Court dating from 
the time of the Saxons, and so called from the Sheriff going on 
circuit throughout the county he represented. It may be said, 
speaking ver}- generally, to have held the same relative position to 
the Sheriff's Tourn as the Petty Sessions now do to the Assizes or 
Quarter Sessions, for whilst "the Sheriff's Tourn was the County 
Court for criminal matters and for the preservation of the peace and 
was held in the respective Hundreds of the County by rotation," 
the Courts Leet were "minor local Courts of the same jurisdiction 
but being limited to smaller districts."' In some cases it is not 
improbable that the Courts Leet represented the older Hundred 
Courts, the area of their jurisdiction being reduced from the whole 
Hundred to some large manor within that Hundred. In other 
cases the right of holding a Court Leet was sometimes granted by 
the Crown to the lord of an important and extensive manor, 
whereby justice was brought home to the people residing within 
that manor, and the lord of the manor not only gained in prestige 
and authority, but also profited pecuniarily by the fees and fines of 
the Court. In the process of time, however, the criminal jurisdiction 
of these Courts became very greatly limited, but they continued 
to exist down to modern times as essentially local Courts, their 
jurisdiction being confined to the appointment of officers to look 
after the well-being of the locality, and to regulate such matters as 
now, speaking generally, are supervised by the Municipal Authorities, 
Local Boards, and Sanitary Authorities of modern times.

X INTRODUCTION. 

The full title of this Court was "the Court Leet with View of 
Frank Pledge of the manor of Manchester," and the latter part of the 
title demands a little consideration. The View of Frank Pledge was 
an ancient custom, by which every free-born male, of the age of 14 
(with certain exceptions), was required to give security that he would 
be true to his Sovereign and the latter's subjects, and it was required 
of him that his neighbours should become bound for him to see 
that he was forthcoming at all times, and to answer for him if he 
absented himself "And whenever any one offended it was forth- 
with inquired in what pledge he was, and then those of the pledge 
either produced the offender within 31 days, or satisfied for his 
offence. This was called frank pledge, and this custom was so kept 
that the Sheriff at every County Court did from time to time take 
the oaths of young persons as they grew to 14 years of age, whereby 
this view of the Sheriff's authority was called Vieiv of Frank Pledge.""^ 
From the Sheriff's Courts this custom passed to the Courts Leet, but 
as the population increased it became difficult to exercise it and it 
gradually fell into disuse. 

An interesting historical account of the Court Leet and View of 
Frank Pledge is given in John Wilkinson's directions for keeping a 
Court Leet, &c., in the opening address, which the Steward is 
directed to deliver to the Jury.- After some preliminary remarks 
he proceeds as follows : — 

"And I must tell you that these Leets and Law dayes are 
very ancient Laws, and they were the first Laws that euer were 
vsed here in England, and they were ordained for two causes; 
the one was that the King might vnderstand by his steward 
vpon the view of such persons as appeared before him, how 
many able men there were within the precinct of euery Law- 
day [or Court Leet] to doe him seruice in his warres if need 
should require; for wee most vnderstand that at that time all 
Leets & Law-dayes were in the Kings hand, and at this day

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no man can keepe a Law-da}', but either by the Kings special! 
grant, or else by title of prescription, which iirst began by the 
Kings grant: And the other cause was for the administration 
of Justice to the Inhabitants within the precinct of euery Leet 
or Law day; for before the beginning of those Leets or Law- 
dayes, there was no Law vsed, no, nor no Justice ministred 
but all onely before the King himselfe, and wheresoeuer hee 
was, there was the Law vsed, and Justice ministred, and in no 
place else, and then b\- reason of the great number of suitors 
which resorted to the Court for Law and Justice, oftentimes sick- 
nesses & diseases were brought thither, which did indanger the 
Kings person, and also by reason of the multitude of suits 
which were there depending, it was long ere matters could bee 
heard and determined, and very troublesome and chargeable^to 
suitors to repaire so farre and stay so long for Justice; for 
remedy whereof, this Realme was then diuided into Counties, 
and so into Hundreds, Ridings, Lathes, Leets, and Wapentakes, 
which are all one in effect, though they differ in name according 
to the custome of euery Countrey. And there is no man liuing 
within this Realm, but he is resident and abiding within the 
precinct of some one of these, and there hee ought to appeare 
twice euery yeere, if hee bee not other wise priuiledged by 
his place or office, and if any wrong bee done vnto any man 
vnder the value of forty shillings, there hee ought to haue 
redresse, and not else-where. Then these Lawes were afterwards 
confirmed by the statute of Marlebridge [Marlborough] ca. 38, 
before the making of which statute, a Lord of a Leete or Law 
day might haue kept as many Leets or Law-dayes in a yeere as 
hee would, and as few. But by that statute men were limited 
and appointed to keepe but ij [2] euery yeere, videlicet, one 
within a moneth of Easter, and the other within a moneth of 
Michaelmas. And afterwards because men were of sundrie 
opinions, what things were inquirable at Leets or law-daies, and 
what were not, there was another statute law made in the seuen- 
teenth yeere of E[dward] 2 by which it appeareth what things 
are inquirable at a Leete or Law-day, and whatjare [not, and 
sithence that time there haue beene diuers other Statutes made, 
whereby diuers other articles are inquirable at Leets or Law- 
daies, which before the making of the statutes were not." 
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The Statute above referred to, which should be the i8th, not 
17th, Edward II., 1325, shows "what things stewards in Leets shall 
inquire into." It is perhaps unnecessary to give them all here, but 
such as were more particularly made use of in the Manchester 
Court Leet maybe noticed : (i) whether all the jurors who owe suit to 
this court be come; (7) of purprestures [or nuisances to the tenants] 
made in lands, woods, and waters ; (8) of walls, houses, dikes, and 
hedges, set up or beaten down ; (9) of bounds withdrawn and taken 
away; (10) of ways or paths opened or stopped; (11) of waters turned 
or stopped or brought from their right course; (12 to 16) of various 
kinds of thieves; (18) of bloodshed and of frays made; (23) of treasure 
found ; (24) of the assize of bread and ale ; (25) of false measures as 
of bushels, gallons, yards, and ells ; (26) of false balances and weights ; 
(28) of such as continually haunt taverns ; (29) of such as .sleep by 
day and watch by night, and eat and drink well and have nothing.^ 

Wilkinson specifies a number of crimes, such as petty treason, 
felonies, rape, embezzlement, witchcraft, rebellion, &c., which "are 
only to bee here inquired of and presented, but not here punished, 
but they are to bee punished by the Justices of the shire upon certi- 
ficate made thereof by the Steward of a Leet or Law-day." The 
offences " which are both here to be inquired of, presented and 
punished," he arranges under a number of heads, of which those 
noticed in the following pages are as follows : — 

Affrays and Bloodsheds. ^

T "Also you shall inquire whether any meare stones or stakes, bonds or markes 
betweene this Lordship and any other, or betweene tenant and tenant hath bin remooved 
since the last law day, or before, and not set in the usuall place againe, if there be any 
which haue offended herein, you must present them,"

' "Also if any high-wayes or foot-pathes to Church, Mill or Market bee stopped or 
hedged up, which haue beene accustomed to lye open, you must present him or them 
which shut it vp, for the Kings subiects must not bee stopped of his lawful passage to 
Church, mill or market. " 

" "Also if any common Bridges ouer Common Streams bee broken, that by reason 
thereof the Kings Subiects cannot passe about their affaires and businesses, you must 
present those which ought to make them, vpon a paine." 

= "Also you shall inquire of Sleepers by day, and walkers by night, to steale and 
purloine othermens goods and Conies [rabbits] out of Warrens, Fish out of mens seuerall 
Ponds or Waters, Hennes from Henrouse [henroosts], or any other thing whatsoeuer, for 
they are ill members in a Common-wealth, and deserue punishment, therefore if you 
know any such present them. " 

* " Also you shall inquire of Eues-droppers and those that are such as by night stand 
or lye barkening under walles or windowes of other mens, to heare what is said in another 
mans house, to the end to set debate and dissention betweene neighbors, which is a very 
ill office, therefore if you know any such, present them." There is one reference to an 
"Eaves-dropper," or as he is called in the vernacular "an Easing-dropper," in these 
Records (see p. 155) ; he is farther described as " a naughtie person, suche a one as dothe 
abounde in all mysorders. " 

^ "Also you shall inquire of Forestaller[s], Regraters, and Ingrossers, euill members 
in a Common-wealth. 

"A Forestaller is hee which buyeth or causeth to bee bought any victualls what- 
soeuer going to any Faire or Market to bee sold, and maketh any bargaine for the 
buying thereof before the same bee brought into the Faire or Market, or doth make 
any motion for the inhancing of the price of any victuals, or doth mooue or perswade 
any person comming to the Faire or Market with victuals, to absent and forbeare 
his comming thither with any victuall to be sold there. 

" Regrator is hee that getteth into his hands in any Faire or Market any Corne, 
Tallow, or Candles, or any dead victuall whatsoeuer, brought to any Faire or Market 
to bee sold and doth sell the same againe in any Faire or Market, within foure miles 
next adioyning thereunto. 

"An Ingrosser is he or she that doth ingrosse and get into his or her hands, by 
buying or promise taken, other than by demise, grant, or lease, of bond or bill, of 
Come growing in the Fields, or any other Corne, Graine, Butter, Cheese, Fish, or 
other dead victuall whatsoeuer to the intent to sell the same againe for profit. 

"For the first offence they ought to haue two moneths imprisonment, without 
bayle or mainprise and forfeit the value of the goods bought and sold. 

"For the second offence they ought to haue halfe a yeeres imprisonment & to 
forfeit double the value of the goods bought and sold. 

" And for the third offence they ought to bee set vpon the Pillorie, and to lose 
all their goods and chattels, and bee imprisoned during the Kings pleasure." 
" "Also you shall inquire of Tanners that haue vsed the occupation of a Cord- 
wainer, or a Currier, or that hath put any Leather to sale, but red Leather as it came 
from the Tanne fatte, or that hath put any Hide or peece of Leather to sale, before it 
bee well dryed, marked, and sorted, and then sold in open market, or that hath tanned 
any sheepe skins."

' ' ' Also you shall inquire whether the bakers doe their duties or not, in making of 
good and wholesome bread for mans bodie, of sweet corne and not corrupted, and that 
they make their Bread in weight, according to the price of Wheat, in three markets next 
adioyning, not changing the assise of Bread, but by six pence in weight in increasing or 
abating, and if they doe the contrarie, and bee thereof duly conuicted, then for the first, 
second and third time they shall bee amerced after the quantitie of their fault, and shall 
lose from time to time their bread so found too light in weight, but if they shall bee found 
faultie herein the fourth time, then they must bee set vpon the pillorie in open market, 
whose punishment may not bee released for gold or siluer. 

" Also a Baker must set his owne proper marke vpon euery loafe of bread that hee 
maketh andssUeth, to the end that if any bread be faultie in weight, it may bee then 
knowne in whom the fault is. " 

^ "Also you shall inquire of Brewers and Typlers, whether they make good and 
wholsome ale and beere for mans body or not and sell and vtter the same according to 
the lawes and statutes of this Realme. And also they ought not to put out their signe 
or ale-stake vntil their ale be asseyed by the ale-taster, and then to sell and not before." 

^ "And you shall inquire of such as exceede in apparrell contrary to the stat[ute], 
for no man except hee may dispend xx" [.if 20] ycerely in lands for his hfe at the least, or 
is worth 200' in goods ought to weare any silk on his hat, hose, shoes, girdle, scabberd, 
or spurleathers, vpon paine for euery dayes wearing of it x" [^ro] and three moneths 
imprisonment : and if any man know his seruant to offend herein, and doe not put him 
away, and not take him againe within a yeare after, doth forfeit C" [;£'ioo] for euery 
such offence by the same stat[ute] & these persons onely are excepted out of the stat[ute] 
viz The Kings Councell, the Barons of the Exchequer, Judges of the Law, Seriants at 
Law, the K[ing's] Phisitions, Maiors and Recorders of cities and townes corporate and 
their wiues. " 

■* " Also you shall inquire of Drunkards, for they ought to bee presented, and to 
pay if they bee able for euery time they bee drunke v [5s.] to the vse of the poore of 
the Parish where the offence is committed, if not able, then after conuiction thereof, they 
ought to sit six houres in the Stockes. 

"Also an Alehouse-keeper ought to lose xx» [20s] for euery pot they sell that is not 
a full quart, and x' [los.] for suffering any Townesman to sit drinking in their houses, 
except he be brought thither by a stranger, and then hee may not stay there aboue one 
houre. 

"And Brewers by the same Law ought to loose for euery barrell of Beere or Ale 
6s 8d which they lay into any mans seller to bee sold there by retaile by any that is not 
licenced to sell Ale or Beare. "' 

' "Also you shall inquire of waifes, straycs and felons goods. Waifes are Cattell 
stolne and weiued out of the possession of him that stole them, and straies are 
Cattell straied out of their haunt, and they ought to bee seised vpon to the Lords vse, 
and to bee wreathed and put into an open place, and not in a couert, to the end the 
owner may haue the view of them, and they must be cryed at three market towns next 
adioyning to the place where they are straied and if they bee not challenged within a 
yeere and a day, then they belong to the Lord of the soile where they are, by the Law 
otherwise not." (See p. 253. ) ' 

" No instance of felon's goods being seised occur in these Records. 
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Treasure Trove. ' 
Pains [or Penalties]. - 
Presentments." 

These headings give a general outline of the various present- 
ments which were made at the Court Leet of Manchester, as recorded 
in the subsequent pages. 

The Court Barox, which, as already stated, was held at the 
same time and place as the Court Leet, was a court of a different 
character. At it all those that held their lands of the lord of the 
manor had to be present, and the Jury had to enquire whether any 
of the tenants had died since the last holding of the Court, and, if 
so, to report their names and to state who was the next heir, &c. 
Also, if any lands within the manor had changed hands, the name 
of the new tenant was to be stated in the Court, and he was required 
to do the "suit and service" due from his lands. As Wilkinson 
states. * 

" First you shal enquire whether all such persons as owe suit 
and service' to this court be here to doe the same or no : and 
if any make default, you must present their names." 

"Also, you shall enquire if any Tenant bee dead" since the 
last Court or before, and his death as yet not presented, then 
you shall enquire what Land he held of the Lord of this Manor, 
and by what tenure or seruice he held the same, whether by 



' '• Also you shall inquire of Treasure troues, either vpon the ground, or within the 
ground : for if any hath beene found within the iurisdiction of this Court, it belongs to 
the Lord of this Leet or Law day." An instance of "treasure trove" being claimed 
will be found on p. 171. 

^ "Also you shall inquire if the paines [penalties] laid at the last Leet or law day 
be performed or no, if not, then you must present them that haue made default and then 
those paines must bee read to the Jurie. " 

^ "And to conclude, if there shall any other thing come to your knowledge meete 
to bee presented, and by any omitted to bee giuen in charge, you shall as well inquire 
thereof and present it as the rest."

* By "suit" is meant the attendance at the lord's Court whenever it was held, and 
by "service" is understood the various obligations which the tenant bound himself to 
do for his lord. These services ranged from " Knight's service," the most honourable 
of all, which meant attendance in the wars for a certain time, down to such menial services 
as ploughing or carting. 

" In these Records the tenant is euphemistically said " to have dcpaiicd since the 
last Court." 
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Knights seruice/ Socage tenure,' or by Copie [of Court Roll]'' 
and what benefit or advantage is fallen to the Lord by his 
death, whether ward,* marriage,* reliefe,'' escheat," or anie other 
profit, and who is his next Heyre, and of what age hee is, and 
in whose custody hee is : For if any Tenant which holds by 
Knights service die, and his heire male [be] vnder the age of 
21 yeeres, and not married, then the Lord shall haue the ward- 
ship & marriage of such heire male : but if it bee a female and 
vnder the age of 14 yeeres and not married then the Lord shall 
haue likewise the wardship and marriage of such heire female : 
and if the heire male be 21 yeeres at the death of his ancestor : 
or the heire female 14 yeeres, then the Lord shall haue onely a 



' By jy«4'-/;('V5(fn)iVf is meant attendance at the wars in the train of the lord. Lands 
were held by the service "of one knight's fee," or of "half a knight'sfee," and so on. 
" And it is said that when the King makes a voyage royal into Scotland to subdue the 
Scots, then he, which holdeth by the service of one knight's fee, ought to be with the 
King forty days well and conveniently arrayed for the war. And he, which holdeth his 
land by the moiety of a knight's fee, ought to be with the King twenty days, and he 
which holdeth his laud by the fourth part of a knight's fee ought to be with the King 
ten days, and so he that hath more, more, and he that hath less, less." — (Littlelon's 
Tenures.) 

^ Socage Tenure is where a tenant holds his land by certain service for all manner of 
services, so that this service is not knight's service. Thus a man may hold his land of his 
lord by fealty and a certain rent, instead of any special service, or by homage, fealty and 
a rent, or by fealty only. Socage literally means "plough service," and originally each 
of the tenants so holding land had to come with their ploughs on certain days to plough 
and sow the lord's demesnes. " And afterwards these services were changed into money, 
by the consent of the tenants and by the desire of the lords viz into an annual rent &c. 
But yet the name of socage remaineth and in divers places the tenants yet do such 
services with their ploughs to their lords ; so that all manner of tenures, which are not 
tenures by knight's service, are called tenures in socage. "—fZ////f/o«'j- Tenures.) 

» Land held by ''copy of Court Roll" is held at the will of the lord according to 
the ancient custom of the manor, and on the death of a tenant is surrendered in open 
Court into the hands of the lord, by whom it is regranted to the next heir on payment of 
certain fines, &c. These surrenders are all entered on the rolls of the Court, and the 
tenants have no other evidence concerning their land except the copies of these Court 
Rolls. 

* Land held by Knight's service, as Littleton says, " draweth to it -.i'ard, marriage, 
and relief." For when such a tenant died, and his heir male be under twenty-one years 
of age, the lord had the profit of the lands held by the tenant until the heir came of age. 
And if the heir was unmarried, he could dispose of him in marriage as he liked. If the 
next heir was a female under fourteen and unmarried, then the lord had both wardship 
and marriage until she attained the age of sixteen. If the heir was of full age, then he 
shall pay " relief" for his lands. This " relief" was simply a sum of mo^iiey, or its 
equivalent in horses, cattle, &c., which the next heir, when of age, paid to his lord on 
entering into his lands. 

■• Escheat was where the tenant had died without heir, either general or special, in 
which case the land lapsed to the lord. In cases of disputes as to the next heir, the lord 
seised the land and held it until the rightful heir had proved his claim. 
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reliefe, which is, if thc)- held by a whole Knights fee Cs. [loos.], 
if by the moitie of a Knights fee Ls. [sos.] and so as according to 
the rate of their tenure. 

"Also if any Tenant which held by Socage tenure be dead, 
his heire being vnder the age of 14 yeeres, the Lord ought to 
haue the value of his land for one yeer for a reliefe, which is 
due immediately after the death of the Tenant : and the next 
of kin to the heire to whom the inheritance cannot descend, 
ought to have the wardship of such heire. 

"Also if any customary Tenant or copiholder, hold two 
parcels of land by herriot seruice and by seuerall copies [of 
Court Roll], if such tenant dye thereof seised, the Lord ought 
to haue two herriots."' 

Then follow some clauses as to copyhold lands, which do not 
apply to the manor of Manchester. The following, however, have 
special application to the entries in the following pages : — 

" Also if any Tenant hath sold his land by deed, and hath 
not giuen notice thereof to the Lord, nor he which bought it 
hath not done his fealtie' to the Lord, or suit of court, so that 

1 A herioi was the best beast, either horse, ox, or cow, which the tenant died 
possessed of, and this was payable by the heir on entering into the land. In some 
cases the best "good,'' was given instead of the best beast (see p. 253). 

= "Fealty,'' says Littleton, "is the same that fuielilas [faithfulness] is in Latin. 
And when a freeholder doth fealty to his lord, he shall hold his right hand upon a 
book and shall say thus : — 

' Know ye this my lord, that I shall be faithful and true unto you and faith to 

you shall bear for the lands which I claim to hold of you and that I shall lawfully 

do to you the customs and services which I ought to do, at the terms assigned, so 

help me God and his saints,' 
and he shall kiss the book. But he shall not kneel when he maketh his fealty, nor 
shall make such humble reverence as in homage. There is great diversity between the 
doing of fealty and homage ; for homage cannot be done to any but to the lord himself, 
but the steward of the lord's court, or bailiff, may take fealty for the lord. Also tenant 
for term of life shall do fealty, and yet he shall not do homage." — (Littleton's Tenures.) 
As homage is so specially mentioned in the above extract, it may perhaps be of 
interest to explain what that was. Littleton says of it, "Homage is the most honour- 
able service and most humble service of reverence that a frank tenant may do to his 
lord. For when the tenant shall make homage to his lord, he shall be ungirt and his 
head uncovered, and his lord shall sit and the tenant shall kneel before him on both his 
knees and hold his hands jointly together between the hands of his lord and shall say thus : — 
' I become your man from this day forward, of life and limb and earthly worship 

and unto you shall be true and faithful, and bear to you faith for the tenements 

that I claim to hold of you, saving the faith that I owe unto our sovereign lord the 

King,' 
and then the lord so sitting shall kiss him." 
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by reason thereof the Lord doth not know who is his tenant 
therefore you ought to present it: for it is very needfull and 
necessarie, that the lord should know who is his Tenant, by 
reason of his seruices and escheates which may grow due to 
him. 

"Also if any Tenant hath inclosed any land which hath 
beene accustomed to He open without the Lord's licence and 
the Freeholders, you must present it for he cannot justifie the 
doing thereof. 

"Also you shall inquire whether there bee any rent, custome 
or seruice, behind and vnpayed to the Lord of this Manor, by 
whom it is due and what rent, custome or seruice it is, how long 
it hath been withholden, & where the land lyeth, that the Lord 
may distraine for the arrerages thereof. 

"Also you shall inquire if any bailife or other officer of this 
Manor, hath made any arrest for any rent, custome or seruice, 
due to the Lord of this Manor, and rescouse [rescues]' therein 
hath bin made, you ought then to present him or them which 
made the rescouse, and where and when it was done. 

"Also if any tenant by reason of his tenure ought to grinde 
at the Lords Mill" if he doe it not, you must present him." 

Such is a short summary of the presentments to be made at the 
Court Baron. 

At the period to which the Records, printed in the following 
pages, relate, the latter half of the i6th century (1552 to 1586), a 
perusal of the entries there contained will show that the Manchester 
Court Leet exercised its authority in the following directions. It 
saw to all sanitary matters connected with the welfare of the town 
generally, and it prohibited all nuisances of a public and private 
character. All middens and dunghills were required to be fenced 
in, all privies were to be kept as clean as possible, and the water 
courses were to be left free and open. Swine were not permitted 
to go loose in the streets, and horses were not to be foddered there. 

' Rescues were presented. (See pp. 223, 250.) 

' There are many references to the lord's mills, and that the tenants ouoht to have 
their corn ground there. (See pp. 30, 62, 1S6, 191.) "^ 
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\'arious regulations for the inhabitants of the town (some of which 
read very quaintly to us at the present time)^ were ordered and 
enforced. The provisions of various Acts of Parliament, such as 
those dealing with gaming, &c., in public-houses, with the wearing 
of caps in the streets, with the practice of archery, &c., &c., were 
duly seen to, and disputes between tenants were settled. Care was 
also taken to prevent idle and dissolute persons setding in the town 
or being taken in as "inmates" or lodgers.^ The general well-being 
and cleanliness of the town were seen to by the appointment, at every 
Michaelmas Court, of a large number of "officers," whose duties, 
if not shown by the titles they bore, will be found explained in the 
notes on pages i to 4, &c. (see Index). Of these the " Borough- 
reeve," or chief officer of the town, comes first, with the "Catchpoll" 
or bailiff, his deputy, followed by the two "Constables," who had to 
see to the good order of the town.^ After them come the " Myse- 
layers" and " ^ih'se-gatherers," those who levied the local rates and 
collected them, and the "Market lookers" for "Corn," for "fish and 
flesh, " and for "white meat." The latter were appointed for the town 
generally, or more frequently two persons were selected for such 
special localities as the Market-stead Lane, the Millgate, Deansgate, 
Hunt's Bank, Withy Grove, &c., and other centres of population. 
"Birlamen," or local officers for the same localities, were appointed, 
who had to see to the carrying out of the by-laws of the town 
within their respective districts,* and two " Scavengers " were ap- 
pointed to see that the Market-stead Lane, Deansgate, the Booths 
to the Smithy Door and to the Bridge, and from Fennel Street to 
the School House, the Market stead or place, St. Mary's Gate, the 
Milnegate, the Hanging Ditch, and Millgate were kept clean. There 
were also the officers for wholesome bread, the ale-tasters, the officers 
for fruits, and the swineherd. The " Affeerors " of the Court and the 
" Praysers " (see pp. 2 & 4) complete the list. In many of the Courts 
the names of some sixty or seventy individuals will be found, and the

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time taken up in appointing them and swearing them all in must have 
been considerable. There was also the swearing in of the " Inquest " 
or Jury, appointed by the Steward, before whom the proceedings of 
the Court were taken. Mixed up with the business of the Court 
Leet proper are the entries relating to the Court Baron, the names 
of those tenants who had " departed " or died, and the names of their 
heirs and successors, and the appearance of the new tenants to do 
"suit and service," to pay their "heriots" or "relief," and to do their 
"fealty" to the lord of the manor. If lands within the manor had 
changed hands, the names of the new owners are given and their 
attendance was enforced. The Court opened at nine o'clock in the 
morning (see p. 204), and it is probable there was a dinner in the 
afternoon or supper in the evening, at which the Jury and chief 
officers would be present, presided over by the Steward or Deputy 
Steward. 

VN'hen these Records commence, 4th October, 6 Edward VI., 
1552, the lord of the manor of ^lanchester was SiR THOMAS WEST, 
KXT., nintli Baron DE LA W'arre. He was then about fifty-six 
years of age, and had married Elizabeth, daughter and co-heir of 
Sir John Bonville, Knt, but by whom he had no issue. He was the 
only son of his father. Sir Thomas \\'est, Knt., the eighth Baron de 
la W^arre, who died in 1525, by his first wife, but by his second wife 
the latter had had three other sons, Sir Owen West, Knt, Sir George 
West, Knt, and Sir Leonard West, Knt By deed dated 1543, Sir 
Thomas West settled his manor of Manchester upon himself for life, 
then to his heirs male, with successive remainders to his three half- 
brothers and their heirs male, in tail male, and this deed of settlement 
was confirmed by a special Act of Parliament passed in 1552. Sir 
Thomas West outlived his eldest half-brother. Sir Owen West, who 
died in 1551, leaving two daughters, coheiresses, and also his second 
half-brother. Sir George West who had died in 1538, leaving male 
issue. Consequently, Sir Thomas West, on his death, 25th Sep- 
tember, 1 554, would have been succeeded by his nephew, Williain 
West (the eldest son of Sir George West), had not the latter been 
prevented from so doing by an Act of Parliament, passed in 1549, 
for having attempted to poison Sir Thomas West, his half-uncle. 
He was knighted at Hampton Court in 1568, and by patent dated 
Sth February, 1570, SiR William West, Kxt., was created Barox 
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DE LA W'arre, alias Dela\yare. He married Elizabeth, daughter 
of Thomas Strange, of Chesterton, co. Gloucester, Esq., by whom 
he had a son and heir, T/ionias IVcst, and other issue. By deed 
dated 15th May, 1579, he, together with his son and heir, Thomas 
West, mortgaged his manor of Manchester to John Lacy, citizen and 
clothworker of London, for ^^3,000, and failing to redeem the mort- 
gage, that manor passed to John Lacy, and was settled on him by a 
fine levied and a recovery suffered, jth August, 1581 (see p. 225). 
It is curious to note that in these Records the only Courts in which 
Sir William West's name appears as lord of the manor were those 
held 7th April and 5th October, 1580, with the exception of one 
Court, held 18th April, 1566 (which was not entered by the 
usual scribe), which is simply called " the Court of the Lord La 
Warre." 

The Lord La \\'arre was represented at Manchester by his 
Ste\vard, who presided at the Court Leet. Of these, the first 
whose name occurs in these Records was the celebrated Edward, 
Earl of Derby, the third of that name, who appears in that capacity 
from September 1556 till his death, 24th October, 1572 (see p. 154 
note). He was succeeded by Randle Hurkstone, Esq., who held that 
office from ^larch 1573 to 1582, when he was succeeded hy Richard 
Swingkhirst, gent, who acted for John Lacy, the then lord of the 
manor. During the latter part of the Earl of Derby's stewardship, 
JoJm Gregory was his Deputy, and is occasionally named in these 
Records. Three clerks of the Court are named, Peter Eckersall, in 
1555 (see p. 19), John Glover (see p. 170), and Robert Leigh (see 
p. 169). From the deed dated 15th May, 1579, it appears that 
Randle Hurlestone, Esq., the then Steward, received £10 per annum 
for his services; that Robert Worsley, Esq., the Receiver of the fees 
and fines due to the lord of the manor received £6 13s. 4d. per 
annum; and that John Ward, gent, Feodary, received £4. per 
annum. It may perhaps here be mentioned that from a deed now 
in the possession of the Corporation, dated nth May, 2 Edward 
IV., 1462, Sir John Trafford, Kiit., was created Steward of the 
manor and lordship of Manchester by Sir Richard West, Knt, Lord 
La Warre, the then lord of the manor, for the term of his life, 
"takyng for his fee in and for the same office Cs. [loos.j by the 
yere." 
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Before bringing this Introduction to a close, I may perhaps be 
permitted to refer to a question which is not unhkely to be raised, 
and that is, what is to be gained by the publication of these Records 
in full ? And, fortunately, the answer is not difficult to find. Whilst 
the antiquarian tastes of the present age are becoming year by year 
stronger and more pronounced, there is at the same time a wide- 
spread feeling that as far as possible all the old historical records of 
the kingdom should be committed to print, with a view, not only of 
permanently preserving them, but also of making them accessible to 
all. What Parliament is doing for the nation at large, so each 
separate community is gradually learning to do for itself In this 
respect the Corporation of Manchester is setting a most laudable 
example to its neighbours, and to the country generally, in thus 
placing on permanent record the most ancient and important docu- 
ments which it possesses. The contents of the following pages 
illustrate the past history of Manchester in very many different ways. 
From them we get a glimpse of what the Manchester of 300 years 
ago was like, and of those who then directed its affairs and laid the 
foundation of its present greatness. To the genealogist these Records 
are most valuable, as they contain information as to family history 
which may be sought for in vain elsewhere, and which, taken in 
connection with other documents, such as wills, deeds, parish regis- 
ter.s, &c,, serve to place the history of the older Manchester families 
on a sure basis. To the student of old customs and of language and 
dialect these pages also offer many interesting particulars. And 
whilst it is obvious that by printing them in full much very trivial 
matter has had to be included, \'et those who may consult these 
pages will now feel that they know exactly what the original MS. 
contains, and that this printed volume is an exact reproduction of 
the manuscript one. 

In editing these pages my object has been in the first instance 
to be most careful that they are an exact reproduction, word for word, 
of the original ; secondh', to explain whate\-er was at all obscure in 
the text ; and thirdly, to identify, as far as possible, all the more im- 
portant personages whose names occur, and to supply, in a concise 
manner, such particulars of their family and personal history as could 
be ascertained. For this purpose a large number of original docu- 
ments have been consulted, including family papers, deeds wills &c 
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and I am much indebted to those who have kindly placed such docu- 
ments at my disposal. It is the intention of the Corporation to 
proceed with the printing of the subsequent Court Leet Records in 
volumes, as far as possible, uniform with this one, so that in the course 
of a few years an amount of original information will be placed on 
permanent record, which cannot fail to be of the highest possible 
value to all who take any interest, however slight, in the past history 
of Manchester.

' The Constables had to attend to the peace and good order of the town, as is more 
fully stated in the words of the oath which each Constable was required to take at the 
time of his election ; 

"You shall swear, That you will well and truly serve the Queen, and the Lord 
of this Law-day [or Court], and you shall endeavour that the Peace of our Sovereign 
the Queen, well and truly according to your power, be kept ; and you shall arrest 
all which you see making Riots, Debates, or Frayes, or breaking the Peace ; and 
you shall well and truly endeavour yourselves according to your knowledg, that 
the Statute of M'inton [or Winchester] for Watch, Hue-and-Cry ; and the Statutes 
made for the punishment of sturdy Beggars, vagabonds. Rogues, and other idle 
persons coming within your office, that the Offenders be punished ; and you shall 
endeavour 30ur selves upon complaint to 3-ou, to apprehend Barretors and Riotous 
persons, making Frayes, and also apprehend Felons, and if any of them make 
resistance with force and multitude of offenders, you shall make Out-cry, and pursue 
ihem till they are taken, and you shall look to such persons as use unlawful Games, 
and you shall have regard to the maintenance of Artillery {i.e., the practice of 
Archery] ; and you shall well and duly execute all Process and Warrants sent unto 
you from the Ju!.ticc^ of the Peace of the County; and you shall make good and 
faithful Presentment of all Blood-sheds, Out-cryes, Aftrayes, and Rescues made 
within your Office ; and you shall well and duly, according to your power and 
knowledg, do that which belongs to the Office of a Constable to do for this year to 
come. So help you God." — (Kitchen's Court Leet.)

'Ale-founders or ale-tasters, frequently called " ale-conners," were the officers 
appointed at every Court Leet to see that the ale sold in the town was of the proper 
quality and also that it was sold at the prices fixed by Act of Parliament. They also 
had to see that all the bread sold in the town was duly weighed and sold according to 
the prices fixed by Act of Parliament. The oath they were required to take was as 
follows : 

" You shall swear. That you shall well and truly serve our Sovereign the Queen, 
and the Lord of this Court, in the Office of Ale-taster, or assise, within this Lord- 
ship for this year to come, and you shall well and duly see from time to time, that 
the Sale of Bread (brought to be sold) be duly weighed, and that it contain such 
weight according to the prizes [prices] of Grain, as by the Statute is provided ; that 
is to say, according to the prizes of Com in the next markets. Also you shall have 
diligent regard during the time of your office, to all the Brewers and Tiplers within 
your office, that they and every of them make good and wholesome Ale and Beer 
for mans body, and that they do not sell any before it hath been tasted by you, and 
then to be sold according to the Prices limited, and rated by the Justices of the 
Peace ; and all defaults committed, and to be done by the Bakers, Brewers, and 
Tiplers, or by any of them ; you shall present at the Court here, by which 
punishment may be administred unto them for their offences ; and in every other 
thing you shall well and truly behave your self in your office for this year. So help 
you God &c." — (Kitchen's Court Led.) 

" "Byrlamen," "birlamen," or "by lawmen," as the word is variously written, were 
persons appointed at each Court Leet to overlook certain streets in the town and to see 
that the bye-laws of the town were duly enforced in them. They are ' ' presented " from 
time to time in these Records for allowing swine to be in the streets and for other minor 
offences, which did not come within the authority of the Constables. In country places 
the duties of the "burleymen," as they are often called, had in later times become that 
of assessing damage to crops, &c., from horses, cattle, &c., straying and the like. The 
origin of the word is very doubtful, the most propable suggestion being from "by," a 
borough, "by-law," the laws of a borough, and "by-law-men," those who have to 
enforce them. Skene in 1597 writes " Byr laws or laws of Burlaw are laws made by 
husbandmen or townships concerning neighbourhood to be kept among themselves." 
— {De Verboriim Significatione. )

— It must not be supposed that these are the names of the men who 
themselves kept the town clean, but rather of those persons, probably residing in or 
near the various localities mentioned, who were responsible for seeing that they were 
kept in order.

They 
served to prevent too high fines or amercements being made by any Steward or other 
officer of the Court. 
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The Jur] dothe order that the said laurence langley shall not

Amongst his possessions in Manchester the tavern at the Smithy Door is 
mentioned, and he desired that out of the rent a certain sum should be paid to the 
churchwardens of Manchester for the time being to be bestowed on the reparation of 
the Conduit there. "And yf there be not way taken that the sayd condut may be 
suffered and mayntayned there for the comen welthe of the sayd towne I wyll that the 
sayd churche wardens do bestowe and gyff the same yerely for ev [e-\cr] to the most 
pore and nedy people of the tOAvne of Manchester forsayd. " This is one of the earhest 
references to the Conduit so frequently referred to in these Court Leet Records.

p. 9). Richard Shalcross married (before 1545) Anne, one of the daughters and ulti- 
mately co-heiresses of George Trafford, of the Garrett, Esq., by whom he had a son 
arid heir, James Shalcross. From an entry in these Records for 1555 (see p. 23), it 
would appear that she was his second wife, and that by his first wife Elizabeth, the 
daughter of Henry Gee, of Manchester, he had a daughter Elizabeth. 

^ The Conduit supplied the inhabitants of the town with water. It stood at the 
lower end of Market Street, then generally called Market Sted Lane, in what was then 
known as "the old Market place," and on a site now, I beheve, covered by houses. It 
was supplied with water from a spring near the top of King Street, whence the present 
Fountain Street and Spring Gardens derive their names. The exact date of its erection 
is uncertain, but it was probably erected in the first quarter of the l6th century ; and it is 
stated by Hollinworth in his Mancunicnsis, written about a hundred years later, to have 
been built by Isabel Beck, the widow of . . . Beck, and daughter and heiress of 
Richard Beswick, a rich Manchester merchant. She is also said to have left some 
houses in St. Mary's Gate for its sustentation and repair. The Conduit was certainly 
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taken awaye afore the fyrst Daye of June next comynge & no more 
to be layed there & no mo [more] cots to be sett vpp thereaff sub

existing in 1536, as stated later on in these Records ; and it is mentioned in the will of 
Edward Janney, of Manchester, merchant, made in 1553, who, as already stated on 
p. 7, note 2, left 13s. 4d. to be paid yearly out of the rental "of the taverne at the 
Smythe Dore in Manchester *' to the church wardens of Manchester for the time being, 
to be by them "yearly bestowed on the reparacyon of the condut there," with a proviso 
that if the Conduit be not kept up for the good of the town, then this money was to be 
given to the poor. It is also referred to in the will of Robert Beck, of Manchester, 
draper, made in 1556, who leaves " to y« cundite in y' M'ket strete at Manchester 
xl» [40S.] " There are many references to the Conduit in these Records, various regula- 
tions being made from time to time relating to it, and later on special persons being 
appointed to look after it, who kept the keys, and only opened it at certain specified 
hours. It ceased to be used about 1775 or 1776. No sketch of it is kno^vn to be in 
existence.

' Richard Shallcross appears to have been twice married (i), as described in the 
text, to Elizabeth, one of the daughters of Henry Gee, of Manchester, by whom he had 
more than one daughter, and (2), to Anne, daughter of George Trafford, of the Garrett, 
Esq., by whom he had a son and heir, James Shallcross, who is described as "of the 
city of Lichfield," in 1573- (See also p. 15, note 2.) 

- The name of Milnegate, obviously derived from the street of that name, occurs as 
early as 1327, in the Manchester deeds, now in the possession of the Corporation. At 
the Court held on 21st April, 1557 (see p. 32), the jury returned that Edmund Bainbridge 
was next heir of William Milnegate, the husband of his daughter and heiress Ellen. 
In 1565 a suit, relating to a messuage in Manchester, was tried in the Court of the 
Duchy of Lancaster, in which the plaintiffs are described as "Robert Bayrabryge and 
Isabel his wife, daughter and heiress of William Mylnegate," which does not agree with 
the entry on these Records, unless two brothers had married two sisters. 

■■' The will of Sir Robert Briddock, of Manchester, clerk, dated 19th April, and 
proved 27th August, 1556, has been printed by the Chetham Society (Lane. &» Clui. 
Wills, iij. , 142). He was evidently of a local family of that name, of whom occasional 
references occur. He bequeathed his soul to Almighty God, our Lady Saint Mary and 
all the whole company of Heaven, and desired that his body be buried at the church of 
Manchester. To Thomas Briddock he bequeathed his best bow and arrows ; to James 
Eccarsall his velvet doublet; to Genet Chorleton his short gowne; and to Sir Harry 
Sydall, priest, 3s. 4d. and his "rugge gowne." He left 20s. " to be delt for my sowle the 
daye of my buryall," and desired that every priest saying mass for his soul was to have 
8d. Richard Briddock and Geoffrey Briddock were two of the executors, and Sir Harry 
Sydall, priest.

' Thomas Tildesley, of Wardley, Esq., was son and heir of Thurstan Tildeslej-, Esq. 
He married Anne, daughter of William Radcliffe, of Ordsall, Esq., by whom he had issue. 
From his Inquisition /oj'/ iiioytcni it appears that he died seised of messuages, lands, &c., 
in Worsley, Tildesley, Swinton, Sonkey. Little Sonkey. Haughton, Salford, West Leigh, 
and other places. 

- The Grammar School Mills played an important part in the history of Manchester, 
and are frequently referred to in these Court Leet Records. The mills were originally 
here, as elsewhere, owned by the lord of the manor, all of whose tenants had to have 
their corn ground there.

' Ralph Trafford, of the Garrett, Esq. , was the son and heir of George Trafford, of 
the Garrett, Esq. , descended from Robert de Trafford, the third son of Sir Henry de 
Trafford, of Trafford, Knt., who died in 1334. George Trafford was married in or before 
1509 to Margaret, daughter of Ralph Hulme, of Manchester, and by her had issue, two 
sons, Ralph and WiUiam, and five daughters. He was living in 1524, but dead before 
1530 ; but Margaret, his widow, was living in 1545, if not later. William Trafford, the 
younger son, died unmarried in 1546, his Avill being dated 27th December, 1545. Ralph 
Trafford died, apparently unmarried, but certainly without issue, about 1555 or 1556, 
and in 1561 his estates were divided among his five sisters and their issue. These are 
shown (from original deeds, &c. ) to have been as follows : — 

{a) Jane Trafford, who married Reginald Downes, son and heir of John Downes, 
of Overton, in Ta.xal parish, co. Chester, the marriage settlement being dated 27th 
June, 1529. She was living in 1566 and 1580, but died before her husband, before 
1590, without issue. It would appear that her share of the Garrett estate was 
acquired by Sir Gilbert Gerrard, Knt., Master of the Rolls, &c., temp. Elizabeth, 
whose descendants possessed Garrett Hall, and who always, as here in the text, is 
mentioned as one of the heirs at law of Ralph Trafford, Esq. He certainly was not 
heir by marriage, and as his name takes the place of Jane Downes at this time, 
1559, he must have obtained possession of her lands, &c., before then. 

(?)) Isabel Trafford, who married before 1545 Thomas Legli, of the East Hall, High 
Legh, CO. Chester, Esq. He died in 1589, leaving issue by her. 

(c) Alice Trafford, who married after 1545, but before 1561, Thomas Nowell, son 
and heir of Roger Nowell, of Read, co. Lane., Esq., but she appears to have had 
no issue, certainly no surviving male issue, by him. She was buried at Manchester 
as his widow on 14th January, 1590-1. At this date, 1559, she was unmamed. 

(d) Anne Trafford, who married in or before 1545 Richard Shalcross, of Man- 
chester, by whom she had issue, James Shalcross, living in 1573 (see p. 15). 
She married (2) before 1559, Hugh Travis, whose widow she was in 1561, and 
(3) John Marler, of Manchester, to whom she was married before September, 1562. 
She was dead in 1573. 

(e) Thoinasine Trafford, who was married after 1545, but before 1559, to Randle 
Cleyton or Clayton, and had issue, John Cleyton, of the city of Bristol, draper, her 
"son and heir," living in 1578. She was a widow in 1561.

Henry \'^III, 1541. As Wilkinson, in his instructions how to keep a Court Leet, 
expressly states : 

"Also you shall inquire if any Alehouse-keeper or other person do keepe any 
vnlawfuU games in his or their house or houses or elsewhere, as cards, dice, tables, 
loggets, quoits, bowles, or such like, in this case the house-keeper loseth for euery 
day forty shillings, and euery player vj'' viij'' for euery time. 

"Also Constables ought to search monethly for such vnlawfuU games and dis- 
orders in ale-houses vpon paine of fortie shillings, and they may arrest such as they 
find playing at vnlawfuU games, and commit them to ward vntill they put in 
sureties not to play any more at any vnlawfuU game. 

"No man may play at any vnlawfuU game insatiabl)', vnlesse hee can dispend 
C. Ii. p an [^100 per annumi in lands, fees, or offices, for life at the least : and 
hee may not play neither in any open place where euery one that will may see 
him, but in his house, or in his Orchard or Garden, vpon pame of 6s. 8d. for euery 

time. Except in the Christmas time; for then all men may play. 33 H. 8. "

At a later period Robert Cleyden, gent., who 
was buried at Manchester, 9th March, 1578-9, died seised of messuages and lands in 
Cleyden, Manchester, Tongton, and Middlewood, in the parish of Ashton-under-Lyne, 
leaving his four daughters co-heirs. 

'■" Sir Hugh Brydde, priest, occurs in a lease of land to James Shalcross dated 1518. 

3 William Wodall, of the age of 36 years, was the incumbent of the Chantry of the 
Holy Trinity in the Collegiate Church, Manchester, when it was suppressed in 1548. 
(Lane. Chantries, p. 54.) Sir William JVoodalle occurs in 1553 as priest of the Chantry 
of the Holy Trinity, Manchester, and in receipt of a pension of £i for his life. (Willis's 
History of the Mitred Abbies, vol. ii., p. 107.) He appears to have died about 1555-6, 
as is stated in a return dated April, 1574, "Sir Wylliam Wooddall was buried as wee 
thincke at Eccles aboute eyghtene or Nyneteen yeres last past." (Lane. Clmreh Goods,

• In the rental of Thomas West, Lord La Warre, dated 1473, the wife of Thurstan 
ChaUoner occurs as holding a common bakehouse or oven [fm-niiiii] in Manchester, at 
the will of the lord, for which she paid a rent of 6s. 8d. {See Alaniccestre, by John Harland 
(Chatham Society), p. 502.) The John ChaUoner here mentioned was probably a 
descendant of hers, and there appears to have been a dispute as to the payment of this 
annual rent. This matter was brought up at the next Court, loth April, 1561. (See 
p. 62.) 

^ The butts were for the practice of archery, which had at this time become much 
neglected, so much so that it had to be enforced by Act of Parliament. By an Act 
passed in 1541 the inhabitants of every town were to provide butts and to keep them in 
order under a penalty of 20s. for every three months in which they were deficient, and 
the inhabitants were ordered to exercise " them[selves] with long bows in shooting at 
the same and elsewhere in holy-days and other times convenient." As Wilkinson states 
in his Cotirl Leet, referring more particularly to archery, " Also you shall inquire whether 
euery one have Bow and Arrowes according to the statute or no: for euery man-child 
from seven yeeres old to seuenteene ought to haue a Bow and two Arrowes, and euery 
man from seuenteene to threescore ought to haue a bow and foure arrowes vpon paine of 
vj' viij"" for euery default : and parents ought to prouide them for their children, and 
masters for their seruants with their wages, or else they ought to vndergoc the penaltic 
thereof. "—(John Wilkinson's Coroners and Sheriffs and Keeping a Court Leet, (s^c, 
1638, p. 117b.)

' This is the first of a long series of entries prohibiting the use of butter, and sub- 
sequently of suet, in what were called "short cakes," unless they were made for private 
use. Officers were subsequently appointed to see that this order was obeyed ; but, in 
spite of their number being raised from two to twelve, there were constant complaints, 
court after court, and finally, I suppose, the order was allowed to lapse, consequent 
upon the inabihty of the Court to compel its observance. It is difficult to understand 
why it was ever enacted, unless, as has been suggested, because there were only three 
sorts of bread — white bread or simnell, wheaten bread or wastell, and household bread — 
allowed by law to be sold by bakers, these short cakes were considered to be contrary 
to the statute. In 1638 the Privy Council expressly enacted "that any other kinds or 
sorts of bread," except the three kinds above named, "such as spice-cakes, buns, 
biscuit, and other spiced bread," were to be prohibited, except for use at funerals, and 
on Good Friday and Christmas. 

^ A "mase net" isa "mesh net," or a net with fine meshes. "Shetenets" aresuch 
as can be "shot" or thrown into the water. "Beets" may be only bait, but it is 
possible it may mean an addition to a net, for to "beet" a net was to mend it. (A.S. 
betan.') For this note I am indebted to the courtesy of the Rev. W. W. Skeat, of 
Cambridge. 

3 This order relates to the taking of fish, and was based upon the statute of the 
1st Elizabeth, 1559, entitled "An Act for the preservation of the spawn and fry of fish," 
which enacted that no nets of any kind were to be used for taking spawn or fry after 
1st June in each year. Stewards of all Court Leets were required to bring this statute 
before the jury under a penalty, and the jury were liable to penalties if they concealed 
any offences under this Act. 

* Sir Robert Langley, of Agecroft, Knt. , was the last of that old Lancashire family 
in the direct male hne. He left four daughters, co-heirs, of whom Dorothy married 
John Ashton, of Chadderton, Esq. ; Margaret married John Reddish, of Reddish, Esq. ; 
Katherine married Thomas Legh, fourth son of Sir Peter Legh, of Lyme, Knt. , and 
Anne, the "Maistres Anne Langley" of the text, married William Dauntesey, Esq., 
of West Lavington, co.

Although appointed by the Court Leet they do not appear to have been paid officers, 
but to have received presents or certain fixed sums from those who employed them.

He married 
Anne, daughter of Sir Alexander Radcliffe, of Ordsall, Knt., by whom he had a family 
of seven sons and one daughter.

Nicholas Byron, of Clayton, Knt. By his second wife, Elizabeth, daughter of William 
Costerdine, of Blakeley, near Manchester (the widow of George Halgh, of Halgh, co. 
Lane), he had a son and heir, John Byron, of Clayton, Esq., bom "ante nuptias," who 
was made heir to his father by "deed of gift." {See Lancashire Visitation, 1567, 
Chetham Society. ) This John Byron married Alice, daughter of Sir Nicholas Strelley, 
of Strelley, co. Notts, Knt. , and had issue. Sir John Byron, who was the purchaser of 
Newstead Abbey, made his will I7lh August, 1558, and, as Canon Raines remarks 
(Lancashire Chantries, pp. 14-15, note), he therein vindicates the Popish doctrines more 
in the style of an ecclesiastic than a layman, and declares that he "fyrmelie and sted- 
fastlie beleves every poynte and article of our faithe as the holie CathoHque and knowne 
churche doth beleave and command us the children and members of the same to beleve 
owte of the whiche churche there is no salvation.

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LETTER FROM THE EARL OF DERBY, 

Dated 19TI1 July, 1572. 

[The following letter from the Earl of Derby, dated 19th July, 1572, 
may fittingly come in here. It i.s stitched, together with the 
letter printed on p. 115, to the two leaves which, as described 
on pp. 64 and go, contain the proceedings of the Court held 
3rd Oct., 1565, but which have become loose and misplaced in 
the original book. Like the previous letter, it is addressed to 
the Affeerors of the Court, appointed 3rd Oct., 1571 (see p. 141), 
and relates to the extravagance which then prevailed at the 
marriage feasts, an abuse the Court Leet was very anxious to 
put a stop to.]

' Thomas Chaderton, of the Lees, near Oldham, gent., married Joan, daughter of 
John Tetlow, of Chamber, in Werneth, and had issue by her George Chaderton, his son 
and heir, mentioned in the text ; Laurence Chaderton, Master of Emmanuel College, in 
Cambridge ; and five daughters. His Inquisition /losi mortem states that he died seised 
of messuages and lands in Leighez infra Oldham, Crompton, and Manchester. His 
will, dated nth August, 1572, was proved at Chester, 12th May, 1573. He desired to 
be buried in the parish church of Oldham, bequeaths various legacies to his children, 
and leaves to Jane his wife "all my purchased lands in Manchester," and at her death 
they are to go to his heir. {Lane. &• Ches. Wills, Chetham Society, ij. , 130.) 

"^ Adam Hulton, of the Park, co. I^anc. , Esq., was the son and heir of William Hulton, 
of that place, Esq. He married Clemence, daughter of William Norreys, of Speke, Esq., 
the marriage covenants being dated 29th January, 21 Henry VIII. [1529-30], and by 
her he bad William (his son and heir), Richard, and Margaret. On loth December, 
1561, he had a grant of a crest from Laurence Dalton, Norroy King of Arras. (See 
Lancashire Visitation 1533, Chetham Society, p. 212.) In his Inquisition post mortem, 
taken at Lancaster, loth March, 1572-3, it is stated that he had died seised of the manor 
of Over Hulton, and of 50 messuages, 10 cottages, 1,000 acres of land, 200 acres of 
meadow, 40 acres of pasture, 60 acres of wood, 200 acres of marsh in Over Hulton, 
Haughton, Manchester, and Denton ; and also of certain lands in Harpurhey, Denton, 
Openshaw, and Choriton. He died 20th September, 1572, and William Hulton, his son 
and heir, was then 32 years of age.

' Edward Butterworth, of Bcllield, Esq., the son and heir of Geoffrey Butterwoah, 
of Belfield, married Jane, daughter of Richard Holt (a younger son of the Holts of 
Stublcy), and had issue Alexander Butterworth, son and heir, who married Grace, 
daughter of William Ashlon, of Clegg, gent., and heir to her mother, Anne, the daughter 
and co-heir of Ralph Bcllield, of Clegg, gent. He died seised of messuages and lands 
in Hundersfield, Butterworth, Castleton, Oldham, and Manchester, and of the capital 
messuage called Belheld Hall.

Of him I have been unfortunately unable to 
learn anything beyond the fact that he was living in 1581, and is then mentioned as 
claiming to have a lease of the Easter book, oblations, mortuaries, and small tithes, &c., 
of the pariah of Manchester. (Hihhert-W^re /'oiii/da/io/is 0/ A/ai:<:/n:s/ci-,vo]. I., p. ley.) 
In the following year he accused Dr. William Chaderton, then Bishop of Chester, of 
having appropriated the sum of ;^3,ooo received in fines from the Lancashire recusanis 
imprisoned at Manchester.

' As Edward, the celebrated Earl of Derb)', had been Steward of this Court for 
many years, probably from the commencement of this volume, 1552, if not earlier, and 
certainly from 1556, a short notice of him may here be given. He was the son and heir 
of Thomas, the second Earl of Derby, by Ann, daughter of Edward Lord Hastings, his 
wife, and on the death of his father in 1521 he was 11 years of age. He took an active 
part in most of the proceedings both civil, military, and ecclesiastical of the reigns of 
Henry VHI., Edward VI., Mary, and Elizabeth. He was elected a Knight of the Garter 
on 17th February, 1546-7, and was a member of the Privy Councils of both Queen Mary 
and Queen Elizabeth. His Household Expenses in Lancashire for the year 1561, and his 
Household Rcgulalions for the year 1568, have been printed by the Chetham Society 
(vol. 31), and to them is affixed a fine portrait of the Earl from the original at Worden 
Elall. On his death Camden said that "with him the glory of hospitality hath in a 
manner fallen asleep." He was honoured with a magnificent funeral at Ormskirk 
4th December, 1572, the details of which have frequently been printed. His will, dated 
2Stli August, 1572, and proved in London 2ist November, 1572, contains instructions 
as to tlic cliapel and tomb he desired should be built to his memory in Onnskirk church. 
His funeral certificate, printed in Lancashire Fiinei-al Certifieates (Chetham Society), 
p. 4, to which an interesting memoir (abridged above) by Canon Raines is appended, 
shows his numerous titles and recounts his several marriages and issue as follows ;— 

" The Right Hon'''« Edward Erie of Derbyc, Viscompt Kynton, Lord Stanley, 
Lord Strange of Knockyn, Lord Mohun, Lord Bassett, Lord Burnell, Lord Lacy, 
Lord and Kyng of Man and the lies, one of y Lords of Her Maiesties most hon'''" 
pryvie counscll and knyght companyon of y' Garter, dyed att his howse in Lancas- 
trcshyre, callyd I^athom liousc, on the .x.tiiij"' daye of October, and was buryed 
at Ormoskirkc on the iv"' da3'c of Desember 1572, with greate pompe and state. 

" He marryed firste Dorothie, dowter to Tliomas Howard Duke of Northfolk, 
and by her had yssue his sone and successour, the Ryght Hon'''' Henrie nowe Erie 
of Dcrliyc, Syr Thomas Stanley his second sone, and Syr Edward Stanley his 
third sone, and also four dowters, i Anne, 2 Elisabeth, 3 Marie, and 4 Jane. He 
marryed to his second wyfe Margret, dowter of Ellis Barlowe of Barlowe, in the 
.i-ayd Countie, Esquier, by whom he had issew two dowters viz. I Margarett and 2 
Kathrein. He marryed to his third wyfe Marie, dowter to S' George Cotton of 
Combennerc, in y» County of Chester, knyght, who survives him, but hath no 
isscwc." 
The town of Manchester no doubt felt itself highly honoured to have such a distin- 
guished man to preside over its Court Lect. There is every reason for thinking that the 
Earl was present in person at most of the Courts in which his name appears.

■* By an Act of Parliament passed 12 Richard II., 13SS, no servant in husbandry, or 
labourer, nor the servant of any artificer or victualler, was allowed to bear any buckler, 
dagger, or sword, upon pain of the same being forfeited, and the officers of any town, 
such as the constables, &c., could arrest all offenders and seize their weapons. 

^ This clearly refers to an Act of Parliament passed in 1570, by which every person 
above the age of seven years was required to wear, on Sundays and all holidays, " a cap 
of wool, knit, thicked and dressed in England, made within this realm, and only dressed 
and finished by some of the trade of cappers." The penalty was 3s. 4d. for each day. 
Maids, ladies, gentlewomen, nobles, and persons who had an income of twenty marks 
(about ;^3o) from land, and those that had borne any office of worship in any city, 
borough, to^vn, hamlet, or shire were permitted to wear hats. This Act was repealed 
in 1579.

' Thomas WiUott was the son and heir of Thomas Willott the elder, who came from 
Fenny Stratford, co. Bucks, and settled in Manchester about 1556, and was hving there 
in 1561. Thomas Willott, the younger, married Ellen, fifth and youngest daughter of 
Sir Edmund Trafford, of Trafford, Knt. , by Elizabeth, daughter of Sir Ralph Longford, 
of Longford, co. Derby, Knt., the marriage settlement being dated 10th April, 1567. 
By her he had a son and heir, Edmund, named in the text, and two daughters, Isabel and 
Mary. He made his will 7th April, 1577, and died at Manchester on 2nd M.iy following. 
His widow, Ellen, married for her second husband Thomas Cogan, Master of Arts and 
Bachelor of Physic, High Master of the Manchester Grammar School, and was buried 
at Manchester on 30th December, 161 1. (See the Pa/u/uic A'oU Book, April, 1SS3.) 

' James Gilliam was of Failsworth, near Manchester. His will, dated 17th January, 
1576-7, was proved at Chester, 28th May, 1577. In it he calls himself "husbandman," 
and desires to be buried in the parish church of Manchester. He names John Gilliam, 
his eldest son ; Hugh, his younger son ; Annes or Agnes, the wife of James Scholes (and 
Alice, Katherine, and Dorothy, their daughters), Hugh, John, and James, sons of the 
said Hugh Gilliam, and Thomas and John, sons of Thomas Chetham, of Royton. He 
appoints James Traves, senior, and James Scoles, supervisors, and one of the witnesses 
was Robert Whitaker, clerk.

^ The "Survey Book" of the time of Edward II., here mentioned, was probably the 
Survey of the manor of Manchester, taken 13th Edward II., 1320, which has been 
printed by Mr. Harland in his Mamecestre, chapter xv. It is there stated (p. 315 
translated) "there is there the mill of Mamecestre running by the water of Irke, worcli 
by the year £\o, at which all the burgesses and all the tenants of the vill of Mame- 
cestre, of the hamlets of Ardwicke, Oponshaghe, Curmesalle, Moston, Nuthurst, 
Gothereswicke and Ancottes ought to grind their com to the sixteenth grain ; no tenant 
of the vill or of the hamlets aforesaid being excepted save the lord of Moiton, who will 
be hopper free [and ought to grind] to the twentieth grain." This means that the 
above-named tenants had to pay to the lord one sixteenth of all their corn they had 
ground at his mill, except the lord of Moston, who only paid one twentieth.

His wife, Eliza- 
beth, was buried at Manchester, nth November, 1578, and on iSth February, 1578-9, he 
consoled himself by marrying Ellen Thorpe, of Manchester.

^ This word in these Records is nearly always written imnakc, and in connection 
with it Prof. Skeat writes me that "it confirms a contention I have long upheld that 
the modem English 'mate' is a mere corruption of the middle English 'make,' a mate, 
so common in old books and in Anglo-Saxon (A. S. gemacd), just as a ' bat ' was called 
a 'bakke. '" (See also "mate" in Skeat's Elymological Dictionary.') The only other 
place where I have seen this spelling noticed is in the recently published Liverpool 
iSIunicipal Records where the editor, Sir J. A. Picton, explains it in a manner which 
is quite untenable. An "inmate" was, legally, a person dwelling in the house of another 
and unable or unwilling to keep himself. By being allowed to remain in any town such 
lodgers encouraged pauperism, and persons so harbouring them were by the Statute of 
31 Elizabeth to be presented at the Courts Leet and fined.

^ John Haughton, of Manchester, draper, made his will lith August, I577> proved 
at Chester 1578, the inventory being dated 9th July, 1578. This will is not now to be 
found at Chester, but a copy of it exists in tfarl. MS. 2067, f. 278. He mentions his 
wife Joan, his children, Ralph, Anne, and Elizabeth, and mal<es his wife and his brother 
Humphrey Haughton his executors. The inventory of his goods, taken by George Travis, 
Robert Hardye, Ottewell Dodge, and John Leys, amounted to ^'1,059 17s. gd., a. large 
sum in those days. In the inventory there is a long list of the debts due to him, which 
contains many names of interest. The following are dignified by the title of " M'" •- 
Mr. Richard Massy, Mr. John Nowell, Mr. Francis Fletcher, Mr. Philip Worth, Mr. 
Richard Hunt, Mr, George Lathum, Mr. Edmund Chatterton, Mr. Brownesworde, 
Mr. Xewton, Mr. Hyde of Wigan, Mr. Hardyn [?

The Jurye doth presente, that Jamys Rillston^ ys depted sj-nce 
the last courte, and Edwarde Rillston, is his sonne & heire and 
vnder age. 

' James Rillston was returned heir to his brother Edward, at the Court Leet held 
6th April, 1564 (see p. 85). He left four sons, Edward (his son and lieir), James, 
Thomas, and George, and five daughters, Margaret, Anne, Joan, Elizabeth, and Ciceley, 
all apparently under age. The two former became clergymen, Edward Rillston being 
M.A. and Fellow of Brasenose College, Oxford, afterwards B.D. and \'ice Principal of 
his College, and died there <-. 1624-5, without issue; and James, in 1626, being described 
as of St. Breocke, near Wade, co. Cornwall, clerk. Thomas Rillston, who became a 
citizen and grocer in London, married Anne, the eldest daughter of Richard Tipping, of 
Manchester, hnen draper, and died before 1630, leaving issue. Edward Rillston matri- 
culated at Brasenose College 20th July, 15 78, then aged 16; and his brother James 
matriculated there, aged 14, on gth November, 1579. The will of James Rillston, the 
father, dated 14th November, 1578, was proved at Chester 22nd December, 1578, and 
in it he describes himself as of Manchester, "cotton man," and desires to be buried in 
the parish church. He specifies all the leases he possessed, and refers to the "houses, 
shoppes, chambers, and warehouses " beneath Peter Barlowe's house in the Deansgate, 
which he held. He desired his loving cousins, George Birch, of .Manchester, mercer, 
and George Hunt, of the City of London, haberdasher, to be overseers of his will. 
There is a long hst of the debts due to the testator, from which it appears that he sent 
"packs" of "cottons" to his cousin George Hunt in London, each pack being worth 
;^ii 115. He had lent Thomas Gorelt ^4, "and I have rekned with him for J^ viij 
pieces (i.e., 188 pieces) walkinge and have paid him this iiij" in parte of paimente and 
the rest I owe him is apparante in my debte book, and more I owe him since for 
walkinge as doth appeare in my debte book." "Walking" was the old name for 
fulling cloth, and it appears that each piece of cloth cost 6d. for walking or fulling. 
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The Jurye doth presente that Robte Oldham ys deyted synce y" 
last courte & Adam Oldham ys his sonne and heyre, & at lawful! 
age & ys to doe his sute & service, ^d Adamus venit ad hanc curia, 
et Jurl est dno, fecitql fidelitate, et solv' p relevio viij' x* ante hanc 
cur) Johanni Gee.

The Jurye dothe order that whereas there ys great abuse in a game 
vsed in the towne called gede gadye or the catts pallet" that no maner 
pson shall playe at the same game beinge above the age of xij yeares 
vpon payne of everye pson so playinge to be imprisoned in the 
dongeon^ for the space of ij howres and every parents or maysters 
of suche p^ons so playinge havinge warninge of there children or 
servaunts so doinge for every t\'me so servinge them after warninge 
geven iiij'' 

This order ys made because diverse of the inhabitants do find 
them greeved that there children be hurte and in daunger to be 
hurte.

^ The game called " giddy-gaddy, or the cat's pallet," is what is now known as 
" tip cat," in which a small piece of wood, pointed at each end, is laid on the ground, 
struck on one end to make it rise from the ground, and then again struck very hard as it 
ri^es, so as to drive it as great a distance as possible. As far as can be ascertained, it is 
only in these Records that the curious name of "giddy-gaddy ' is applied to this game, 
and it is possible that it may have been a local term, now fallen into disuse. " Cat's- 
pallet " is mentioned in the British Bellman in 164S, and the names "cat " and " catty " 
are referred to in the Lancashire Glossary as a game still played in Lancashire. Mr. M. 
T. Crofton has pointed out that "catty" is philologically the same as "gaddy," and 
that "giddy-gaddy " is probably only another instance of re- duplication such as " nick- 
nack,'' "zig-zag," "gibble-gabble," and others (see Manclicslcr Guardian Noles and 
Queries, No. 1,249, I2th March, 1877). Tip-cat is a game which is known over a very 
wide area, and it is not unfrequently mentioned by old writers (see Noics and Queries 
(London) 1883). It is, however, a dangerous game in crowded thoroughfares, and it is 
now illegal to play it in the streets of towns.

Chester, Esq., by his wife Elizabeth, daughter of Sir Edmund Trafford, of Trafford, 
Knt. He was born in 1540, and succeeded to his father's estates on the death of the 
latter in 1543. He married Elizabeth, daughter of Sir John Warburton, of Arley, co. 
Chester, Knt., by whom he had seven sons and six daughters. He was High Sheriff of 
Cheshire in 1571, and was knighted in 1578. He died 28th November, 1579, and was 
buried at Bowdon on 8th December, aged 39 years. His son and heir was George Booth, 
who was created a Baronet in 161 1. Sir William Booth's will, dated 25th November, 
1579, and proved at Chester, loth December in that year, has been printed by the 
Chetham Society {Lane. Cr Ches. l-Vil/s, ij., 65). It contains some interesting entries. 
To his wife he bequeathed "the chaine of golde which I brought with me last from 
London weighing about xxx" [30 pounds], and one other small chaine, one carcanett 
of gold, one paire of braseletts of gold, two sutes of borders of gold, and one single 
border of gold, with all the ringes she was accustomed to weyre and certen small 
buttons of golde enameled black and white." To William Duncalf he gave "my cast 
of ffawcons, my bale trottinge nagge, and my settinge spaniell. " To his brother-in-law, 
Randle Davenport, of Henbury, near Macclesfield, Esq., he left "all my houndes," and 
to other friends "all my fightinge cocks and hennes. " He also bequeaths his "lute" 
and his "best paire of virginalls," showing that his taste did not altogether run on out- 
door sports.

^ This is the first Court at which the name of John Lacy, Em|., appears as lord of 
the manor of Manchester. By indenture dated 15th May, 1579, the manor of Manchester 
was mortgaged by Sir William West, Knt. , Lord La Warre, a/i'as Lord Delaware, and 
Thomas West, Esq., his son and heir apparent, to John Lacy, citizen and clothworker 
of London, for ;£'3,0CK3. There was a proviso in the deed that if tlie said Lord La Warre 
or his son " shall well and truly paye or cause to be paide unto the said John Lacy, his 
e-tecutors," &c. , the sum of ^3,000 on the 20th May, 15S0, "at the nowe dwellinge 
house of the said John Lacy in West Chepe, London," that then this indenture was 
to be utterly void and of no effect. But if they did not pay this money on the day 
appointed, then this indenture was to be in full force, and that " the said Lord Lawarr, 
Dame Elizabeth his wife and Thomas his sonne and their severall heires and the said 
Thomas West brother to the said Lord Lawarr" would do all that was required in law 
"for the more perfect assureinge safTetie and suer makinge and conveyinge" all the said 
premises, &c. , to the said John Lacy and his heirs. It was also provided that the said 
Lord La Warre might hold the said manor and all its rights, &c., till the date of the 
repayment of the ;^3,ooo. This money was ne%'er paid, and consequently the manor of 
Manchester passed to John Lacy, and a fine was levied and a recovery of the same 
sufifered on 7th August, 158 1, by which it was absolutely conveyed to him. This was 
the second Court held after such conveyance. 

Of John Lacy, who thus became lord of the manor of JIanchester, not much is 
known. As already noticed, he was a citizen and clothworker of London, and in 1579 
was living in the "West Chepe," London. By indenture dated 23rd March, 1595-6, 
he sold the manor of Manchester for ;^3,500 to Nicholas Moseley, citizen and Aldemnan 
of London, and Rowland Moseley, his son and heir apparent. In this deed there is 
mention of Helen, the wife of the said John Lacy, and Rowland Lacy, his son and heir 
apparent. He died at Putney, co. Surrey, on 21st August, 1606, and was probably buried 
in the church there, but no monumental inscription to his memory is now known. He left 
no will, but in the administration bond, dated 5th September, 1606, he is described as 
of the parish of St. Mary Magdalen, Milk Street, London. His Inquisition /(jj-/ moitctn 
was taken at the Guildhall, London, 1st July, 1607. He died seised of property in 
St, Lawrence's, London; St. Alphage's, London ; Brislington, co. Somerset, &c. Hi, 
son and heir. Sir Rowland Lacy, Knt., was then aged forty years or more. Sir Rowland 
married Constance, the daughter of Sir Thomas Lucas, Knt. , Recorder of Colchester, &c. , 
and they were both living in 1608.

Boroughreeve of the town 4th October, 1569 (see p. 127). His will, dated 17th July, 
1584, and proved at Chester 21st August in that year, contains much family history. To 
his daughter, Elizabeth, he bequeaths his houses and land near Collyhurst for her life. 
All the lands he had purchased in Manchester he bequeathed to Richard Hanson, his 
son and heir, with remainder to Edward Hanson, son and heir of the said Richard, and 
his heirs male, with remainder to the heirs male of the said Richard, remainder to George 
Hanson, brother of the testator, and his heirs male. He also names his daughter, Eliza- 
beth Wirrall, wife of Francis Wirrall, and their daughter, Elizabeth ; his brother, William 
Hanson, Isabel Hanson, daughter of the said William ; Elizabeth Hanson, daughter of 
his (the testator's) son, Richard. Robert Hanson, of Ratchdall, and Richard Hanson, 
of Halifax, are also mentioned, as is "my brother-in-law, Anthony Forrest," Thomas 
Birch, ah'as Orchard, and Alice, his wife, and Miles Birch, his son. Legacies are left to 
WiUiam, son of William Hanson, Abraham and Edward, sons of George Hanson, and to 
EHzabeth, the testator's daughter, "a mantell and a wygan gowne" are bequeathed. 
He appoints "my brother, George Hanson, and my brother-in-law, Ralph Birch, a/i'as 
Orchard," his executors. There is a list of debts due to the testator, among which is 
this entry : — William Xapton, William Woodcocke, and Thomas Sawell, citizens and 
grocers of London, oweth me for six packs of Cottons at 10" xv» a packe, the sum of 
64" 10"." The inventory of the goods in his shop and house in Manchester is a long 
document, apprised i8th August, 1584. 

= On the 19th August, nth Henry HL, 1227, the King granted to Robert Gresley, 
lord of the manor of Manchester, that he might have a fair there, yearly, for three days, 
viz., on the eve, the day and the morrow of St. Matthew the Apostle. This is the fair 
named in the text, St. Matthew's day being the chief fair day.

He married Alice, daughter of Edward Gee, of Man- 
chester, by whom he had an only surviving daughter and heir, Ciceley Pendleton, who 
married for her first husband John Croxton, son and heir of William Croxton, of Ravens- 
croft, CO.
